According to the Office action, the applicant amends the original 
dependent claim 7, cancels the original claims 1-6 and 8, and the 
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applicant re-writes the claim 7, according to the official action dated 
08/10/2005, the claim 7 is only allowable portion of the instant 
invention, it should be incorporated with the claim 1 in a reasonable 
way, the applicant now is realized that a conduction unit buckling 
ring to conduct the electricity no matter with the metal cap and the 
spring. As the Supervisory Examiner kindly concerned the 
conduction function, the applicant deletes the words about metal cap 
and the spring either in claim 1 or claim 7, that is, in this instant 
invention, claims the conduction unit as a buckling ring only. 

The new claims 13 as the other new independent claims remain the 
features of the claim 6 (also removes the metal cap and the spring) 
added with the limit of the amended claim 7, new claims 9,10, 11, and 
12 remain the features of the original claims 2,3,4 and 5 dependent on 
the amended claim 7. Claim 8 is not compatible with the amended 
Claim 7, so it should be cancelled.
